the  balance  304  was  made  up  by  inward  migration0  204 
births  were  recorded,  9  more  than  in  the  previous  year 
and  the  birth  rate  rose  from  20  to  21 • 2  per  1,000 
slightly  higher  than  the  national  figure,  18  *  4  o 

88  deaths  were  registered,  14  fewer  than  in 
1963.  As  usual  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation 
accounted  for  most  and  such  deaths  numbered  28,  cancer 
was  responsible  for  17  and  diseases  of  the  lungs  and 
respiratory  system  13* 

Of  the  cancer  deaths  7  were  due  to  lung  disease 
and  all  the  victims  were  men,  the  average  age  at  death 
being  6l  years,  which  coincides  with  the  average  for 
adjacent  areas, 

9  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  died  in  1964 
or  three  more  than  in  the  previous  year*  This  gave 
an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  4401  per  1,000  live 
birthso  This  is  much  above  the  figure  for  the  County 
as  a  whole  and  is  in  the  mam  explained  by  the  nature 
of  the  deaths  e,g*  two  were  accidental,  two  were  in 
respect  of  premature  twins  and  two  were  due  to 
congenital  heart  disease*  As  the  number  of  births 
was  only  204  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is 
expressed  per  1,000  the  occurrence  of  unfortunate 
circumstances  as  mentioned  above  can  be  reflected  in  a 
very  high  rate* 

Other  than  one  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,

no  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  so  from  that 
point  of  view  the  year  was  a  healthy  one  locally0

1964  has  been  the  first  full  year  since  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  force. 
Although  100%  meat  inspection  has  been  maintained 
in  Marlow  for  many  years,  it  is  now  laid  down  in 
the  regulations  that  all  meat  must  be  inspected 
and  stamped  when  found  to  be  fit  for  human

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  supervision  and  administration  of  this 
work  is  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  degree  of  rodent 
infestation  in  t he  area  and  details  of  trea tments 
carried  out0  8.1  properties  were  treated  and  42  bodies 
recovered.  Insect  pests  dealt  with  during  the  year 
included  wasps,  flies,  mosquitoes,  woodworm,  cockroaches, 
earwigs ,  ants  and  fleas. 

The  bulk  of  the  work,  including  the  destruction  of 
22  wasp  nests,  and  455  rodent  control  visits  was  carried 
out  by  the  Council  9  s  rodent  operative,  Mr,  H*  Stevens  <, 

The  sewerage  system  was  test  baited  in  October 
with  negative  results,  this  is  the  second  year  that  no 
evidence  of  rats  has  been  found  in  the  sewers. 

Permanent  baiting  points  were  set  up  at  the 
Fieldhouse  Lane  refuse  tip  and  sewage  disposal  works,  but 
a  severe  infestation  of  rats  was  still  evident  round  the 
filter  beds  and  sedimentation  tanks „  A  concentrated 
period  of  treatment  was  carried  out  using  MCynagu  gas 
which  quickly  brought  the  infestation  under  controL 

The  other  properties  and  open  spaces  owned  by  the 
Council  were  free  from  rodent  infestation.

In  connection  with  the  outside  working  staff ,  the 
continual  loss  to  higher  paid  local  industry  prevents 
any  improvement  in  routine  amenity  services,  and  at 
times  it  is  difficult  to  deal  with  the  statutory 
requirements  of  a  weekly  refuse  collection,  although 
it  is  seldom  that  complaints  are  made  about  this  service* 

From  information  received  from  men  who  have 
left  the  Council8 s  service,  it  appears  that  the 
difference  in  the  weekly  wage  packet  when  going  into 
local  industry  is  between  £3  and  £40 

Whilst  it  is  no  doubt  a  wise  policy  on  the 
part  of  employers  to  try  to  curb  the  spiral  of 
inflation  through  wage  increases,  the  above-mentioned 
facts  should  be  made  clear  to  ratepayers*  It  is 
not  generally  appreciated,  to  take  for  instance
